HE IS REPUDIATED BY MR. ELSTON 


Not only was Payson called down by members of the Lincoln- 


Roosevelt League on the floor of the convention, but the gentleman 
he nominated for Congress, Mr. J. Arthur Elston, has issued a 
statement in which he vigorously repudiates the action o'f the Berk- 
eley leaguer.

Payson's action, it would be unfair to myself unless I should say that
